Even  though  the  defeat  was  a  hard  blow  to  the  team, 
their  hard  work  and  determination  never  failed.  It  was  this 
drive  which  carried  them  into  the  playoffs.  The  most 
impressive  and  the  most  exciting  game  the  team  played  this 
year  was  the  last  step  to  the  State  Finals  —  the  Beechwood 
Tigers.  "We  won  this  game  with  our  offense,"  said  Howard, 
pleased  with  the  performance  of  his  entire  offensive  squad. 
With  the  path  cleared,  the  Pikeville  Panthers  were  on  the  road 
to  the  State  Championship  finals  against  the  Trigg  County 
Wildcats.

The  Panthers  won  consecutive  59th  District  and 
Pikeville  Invitational  Championships  for  the  first 
time  in  over  15  years.  They  had  a  23-4  regular 
season  record,  the  best  since  1957.
